On 24 September 1951 Hiss Charlotte BOLHLIES, born 18 Feb- 
ruary 1922, residing at 19 Aeuaserepassauerstrasee, STRAUEING (N49/ 
U54), Germany oontaoted City Police STRAUEING in reference to two 12) 
pleoen of correspondence reoei red by her from BkRUN (R53/^75), Ger- 
many, and a visit froa a person unknown to her. City rolioe, 
3T8ADBINQ, notified Agent A of the above. Miss BufcBLI S3 was iater- 
riewed by Agent A on 28 September 1951 and related the following:(A-2) 

On 28 June 1951 at 2230 hours a man unknown to B0MBLI2S 
appeared at BOkBLI .3' residence and asked if he oould dlsouss her 
past activities as a radio clerk with the former German Air 'oroe. 
B0MB1IK3 replied Miat it was too late to discuss anything and aaked 
the aan to return the nexA day. On 29 June 1951 the man came to 
BOUBLISS' residence again and introduced himself as Mr. D.t G?A)-YSKI .

( L50/R65 ) , Germany . 

BGfcHLIkS stated that she and K j lla riaOHga are associates 
and. that while visiting with FI30HKR recently, FISCHKR stated that 
BftoOZOjVSK I had been to see her and had asked her also if she would 
like fci^work again as a radio technician. TIDCHKR replied in the 
negative and B-l'.Q ZOrtMCI told FI3CHSR that sooner or later the 
Russians were coming and she vtould work as • radio technician any- 
way. (F-3) 

In the coarse of conversation BRZC^O'tSKX stated that he 
bad been an officer in the navy during Aorld -ar II and was con- 
sidering returning to thfc navy. In answer to the statement that 
Germany has no afivy b^zqzo^ ,KT replied, "Not now, but in one year 
we will have some of the finest slips afloat”. At one polot in the 
conversation BRZQZOV/SKl stated that his residence is in KO£NIGSBi£RG 
(one), £ast Prussia. At another time he stated that his home was 
near FRANKFURT. BOtfBU iS told B&.JQ WtiSU that she did not desire 
to leave her family and home in STKAUBING and BttcGZOWSKI sail he 
would make a full report of their visit, but did not say to whom he 
would make the report* Following their conversation BftZOZ£-v3Kl de- 
parted from BGI^BLI&S 1 residence and she stated chat she has neither 
seen nor heard from BROZOW3KI sinoe 29 June 1951. (F-3) 



BtmBLIMS described DRZGZavB&I ae being about 5 9 5" in 
height, slender build, light blond wavy hair, pale face, and 
slightly oroBs-eyed. BRZOZDV/SKI was attired in a crey suit, brown 
hat and a beige gabardine top coat. BGkhLI&S stated that 
BkZO£OWSKI arrived at, and departed from her residence on foot and 
he did not mention whether or not he owned an automobile. (F-3) 



$■;, S0UBL1&3 stated she forgot the entire incident until she 
reoei^ed a letter dated 13 Au^ue t 1951 from BK1LIN (See Exhibits I 
—and 1 I ) • This letter oame to BGMBLI&3 from a Johannes SCHWARZ, (LEAD) 
If who is unknown to BOMBLI £S, and the re turn address was listed as 19 
/ Blbestrasse, Neukoelln/BSRLIN. In substanoe, the letter made 
reference to the conversation between BOMBLI^ and BRZOZOWSKI. The 
letter stated that BO’JlRLISS had shown Interest in the off Ar made 
by BHZ0ZCW3KI and should she desire bo corns to BK11LIN to disouss 
•J.1 details, oommeroial air transportation would be provided for the 
trip to and from B5RLI N. (?-2)
